All that, however, is 
bow ohansied. 1'hruo dollars a day diggings 
are insulting tu eyery one but tbe Cbinu- 
men, and owners of real estate despise ro 
miveruble a yield. If we nerd required to 
point out the cause of mis strange 
and sudden melumorphosis, we would 
unbesitatiugly extend our Qngur tuwarcla tbat 
misubievous man. who startled the cumin u- 
nity ten days ago with his seventy-ihree dol- 
lar UUgi^el. Up to tbat time S3 a dny was 
acceptable— was desirable. Sinoe then, how- 
ever, miners liava become ambitious. Nug- 
gets are the end and aim of tbe population, 
and if they dont find nugijots, and find tham 
easilyi Sooke and Leech rivers will gat a bard 
name. Three dollars n day when that felloiv 
knocked out in a minute's time oyer seventy 
with bis pick, surely is prepOsteroni ! 

It is unfortunate ihut extravagant concep- 
tions shouU have been lorined ol the newly- 
discovered gold mines ; for on the lirst dia- 
appaintment a reaction will immvdialely set in, 
and tbe auriferous locality, though well 
adapted to maintain n large and steady popu- 
lation at good wages, will be voted a hum- 
bag. We have not arrived at this stage in tbe 
Sooke excitement yet, but we may be pro- 
pared for numeroBs complaints from returned 
adreatureis, because the river did not some 
up la their sangnine expectations. There 
bare been a number ol instances where men 
who were m.iking tbe comfortable daily 
waifes of S5, left their work in Viclo.-ia and 
proceeded to the mines. The.so men would 
of course expect at ibo least $10 a day, on 
aoooant ot the hardships of a miner's life. 
They dont obtain tbat amount, and they ra- 
turn disgusted. Leaving out the folly of 
persoi s deserting steady and lucrative einpb y- 
ment lor the uncertain oceupatlon of gold 
mining, a few bnurs' work, with vi'ry i pper- 
fect tools, is scarcely a pmper tost oi a gold 
bearing river. There has been loo much ol 
the •• day's exouriion " aboui Leech river 

protpeoting " The place is altcgeiher too 
convenient, and a large number of men 
Itave Victoria wi;h no mure idea of woikiiij; 
on the river than of llviii},'. If ihey tiud ilie 
SBVcitty three ilullur nnggeis lying nlioui ihe> 
are ileterinined to pick them up,* and will no 
doulil put them-elves lo the trouble of carry 
ing them buck to Victoria, but to pitch their 
tent wiih tho determination of i;iving n 
month's lahor to ihe creek is about ihi- far- 
thest ihin:; f om ilieir ihou^'lus.

kind enough to publish tho last letter I wrote 
to you aoine months since, I again trespass 
upon your courtesy to publish a few lines on 
diHorent aubjacts, that have since come under 
my notice. Tho alterations made in the 
raining laws by tbe Exeoutiva Council have 
been productive of much benefit to tbo 
claim holders, and hnre facilitated tho sale or 
transfer of claims ; but il is absolutely iieoes- 
sary before tbo mines in Cariboo can, to any 
great e.ttont, ba worked satisfactorily in a 
remnnarativo point of view, that c.ipital be 
invested to develop them, and therefore every 
thing should be done to onoourago its invest- 
ment, which can most aurely be effected by 
showing that there is a great profit to bo de- 
rived from, and that the laws will protect 
and secure tha property in which tho capital 
is riskid. The Oral will, I trust, be demon- 
strated to some extent this season by private 
enterprise, tbe second will depend on the 
sieps taken by the- Govcriimeot. I spent 
several days on Williams aud other creeks 
ill tbe Cariboo distriet, and was astonished 
U) see the ennrmoiis oinount of labor that 
has been throWti away, arising cbidly 
from individual miners or companies of 
miners without eapiul, having worked to a 
great extent the mines in tha above locali- 
ties, and having lew and in most caton no 
proper machinery or other facilities to work 
ttieir claims with : these drawbacks would 
bo much lessened ware capital brought to 
bear, as proper maehinery eottid at Drst hu 
ersployed on tho different ureoks. 1 give 
tvvo iuatancts where capital i» now being 
employed, bolb ol which I am alinoat confi- 
dent will turn out, with proper management, 
to bo highly romuuerativo to tbo promoters 
and very henelicial (n tho country. Tbe first 
one i.s the \Villi;>m!i Creek Ue-l Kick Flume 
Company, havinir a capital of 3200,000 in 
4000 sh.-ires of $50 per share. The whole of 
llio.-<e bhares h.-vvo boon tukcii up on the 
Creek, principally by inineri long resident in 
the country, and who know well the pros- 
peets of I:: • • nlerprise; this fact spi aks vol- 
iime.'i in iis lavor, more particularly wln'n it 
u taken into eonsideralion tiiat thin Hume 
runs mostly through ground that once paid 
very richly, but nuw lor the most part aban- 
doned as not able to jmy working expiiises 
uiidar the old system. The Boeond i.-- the 
Antler Ued Uock I'liiine Co. The promo- 
tera of this enierptiso are Victoria merchants, 
who have fornieil a eoiiipiiiiy with a mnniiial 
cajMiiil of $()U,'joO, but wun r.n available one 
of $30,000 ; the whiih- capital is-divided into

with packs on their backs, and tbe neceaaary 
tools for prospecting, malting their way 
through tho woods, wliicli aro very dense in- 
deed and the ground covered with an im- 
nianso quantity of fallen timber and almost 
impenetrable brusliwuHd ; so irinch so, indeed, 
that in many valleys 1 am certain men with 
pncks cannot travel over ni.^; or seven milos a 
day ; mid ns a man cannot pack, in addition 
to Ilia blankets aud tools, more than grub 
enough to Inst eight days it ia irnpoBsiblu for 
prospectors, under present circumslancos, to 
yet any distance ffom Iho staljoiio whero 
supplies can bo procured. It a'ppeara to'me 
that the opening of a faw roii^h trails ia very 
inuoh called for, and wore the Government 
at onoo to undertake cutting three or four of 
thorn, say foui or si.v feet m width, simply 
culling Ihe undctbruab and fallen timber ao 
lliat men oould oonvonionlly get along with 
'.tioir packs or even wiib horses, ibey would

£Ct}atUe Attltudo of tha Sioiu£-Tbe Last 
VIotlma of the Great ;uasaaiore. 

From our files nf tha Kor' Weslet to May 
3l8t, we cull Iho fnllowing : 

l-'ouT TuoMPsoN, D. T., .1.pril 14, 1864. 
A boat pnssod this place to-day with six 
men on board who bava coma down direct 
from I'urt Uerthold. 

Tho hostilo Sioux bad collected there in 
vast numbers. Their camp consisted of 1 ,500 
lod.;i'3, avernjjing three warriors to a lodge.
